‘If the owner of the herd sells 
the exposed animal he would be 
complying with the law if he re- 
ceived--a-~ eertificate..which indi- 
cates a clean test. 

_That means, points out Dr. 
Glen Reed, Michigan State Uni- 
versity extension veterinarian, 
that a herd owner would be wise 
to use extra care when he buys 
replacement stock. The buyer can 
insist on knowing the brucellosis 
status: of the remainder of the 
herd from which he plans to buy 
replacements, the veterinaria 
suggested. - 

An animal that is to be added 
to a certified herd in Michigan 
must be tested before purchase, 
then brought to the farm and kept 
seperated. from the rest of the 
herd for 30 days. Then the aftimat 
is tested again before being al- 
lowed to join the herd. 
~Even' these precautions, Dr. 
Reed insists, are not fool-proof 
because of the longer incubation 
of the disease.
